The natural human ability to dissoci- 
ate is the foundation of creativity, but 
it can also serve as a psychological de- 
fence developed to deal with intolera- 
ble emotional pain. Multiple Person- 
ality Disorder is the extreme form of 
Dissociative Identity Disorder, and as 
an extraordinarily striking form of hu- 
man multiplicity, it is both fascinating 
in its own right and a window onto 
the extraordinary potentials of the 
human psyche. 

This course is an examination 
of the experience of multiple 
personality, both from the in- 
side and on the part of those 
who encounter it. It is also a 
detailed presentation of the 
psychotherapy of Multiple 
Personality Disorder, Dissocia- 
tive Identity Disorder, and 
other Dissociative Disorders.
